gerous propaganda. It is so because 
a minimum of fad is clothed in 
a maximum of falsity; such items are 
by thousands of people, and 
Spread erroneous ideas as to the deal 
and their education. It becomes a 
SeriOUS matter when it leads parents 
ol deal children lo waste mou. 

expensive appliances that can be of 

no practical benefit ill most i.ises. 
Moreover, time is wasted in fruitless 
experiment that would have been 

belter applied to worthwhile educa- 
tion, Some reports announce wonder- 
ful helps, sometimes cures, that will 
forever end the danger of total deaf 
ness. Considering the fact that so 
many appliance offered to the 

public there Is wisdom in givini 

lions consideration to the subject. 

There is need to warn people of this 

insiduously false hope, since no one 
appliance' i.in cure every case, or any 
case of total deafness. 

There are instances where teachers 
of the deal, when giving interviews, 

permit newspapei reporters to draw 

false conclusions, with the result that 
exaggerated claims are made' for some 
apparatus which, to say the least, are 

harmful. Such conduct reacts un- 
favorably upon the great body ol 
i Instructors of the deaf and is 

not creditable coming fri-in any mem- 
"I this honorable profession. As 
a rule the profession of leaching the 
is composed of well-trained and 
scholar!) teachers; the lew who seek 
the limelight by making wonderful 
but untitle statements may gain a 
little notoriety, but in the end prove 
themselves incompetent and unworthy 
of any confide

He thinks and associates ideas purely 
through the eye. that is his thought 
processes are stimulated and carried 
on through visual stimuli alone. 
There is complete -action here o\ 
impression and expression. But such 
mental reaction can never be aroused 
ami stimulated through the channel 
of hearing and the hearing center. 
A child that is aroused and stimulat- 
ed through the hearing center is 'not 
deal. It should be realized that to 
hear sound, and to hear and im 

pret spoken words are two entirely 

different pro. Many deaf chil- 

dren can "hear" and recognize noise. 
and even disconnected words, but 
they cannot hear in the manner com- 
mon to normal people. When a child 
can receive and read to spoken 
thought, he is not deaf; he has In 
ing, and therefore is in possession of 
either normal or defective hearing. 
There can be no reception without 
reaction, neither can there be im- 
pression without correlative expres- 
sion. 

It is not stretching the truth to 
affirm that there is no possibility of 
a successful cure of deafness in CS 
resulting from the diseases common 
to childhood, and which have already 
been named as the most ordin. 
causes of deafness in children; as to 
those born deaf, the probability is 

infinitasmal, However, some' parents 

will grasp at any shadow of hope, will 
refuse to place their children in the 
special schools, and even will remove 

them in order to experiment upon 

some absurd claim put forth in at 1 1 
live advertisements for the cure of 
deafness. It is a sad illustration of 
man's inhumanity to man, as present- 
ed in the spectacle of the carelessness 
or indifference of some people who 
profess the ability to "heal" or cure 
deafness in children after physicians 
have given up the cases as hopeli 
The outcome of investigation into 
cases of healing of the deaf by Lvan- 
gelists at revival meetings are tar 
from creditable to the religious pro- 
fession, and rather suggest an attempt 
to "playing to the galleries." In the 
instance of those occasionally report- 
ed in the public press as having had 
their hearing restored through the in- 
strumentality of such healing. in\ 
ligations have- shown that none of 
them had been wholly deaf, all having 
a certain amount of residual 
hearing, and in no case has there been 

any teal permanent improvement in
